This institution was established at Get- 


tysburg in 1825. At flrst it had but few 
Btudonta and little money. 
After a few 


years, however, with tlie aid of friends in 
this country and in Germany, it waa able 
to erect buildings and impart a regular 
course of instruction to full classes. 
Since 


1870 it has made great progress, 
ft has 


provided for conferring the degree of B. 
D., having arranged two courses of study 
leading up severally to it, a regular course 
for such as have graduated in the classical 
department of a regular college, and a post- 
raduate course for non-resident students 
who have not had the benefit of a col- 
egiate and theological training. Tt baa 
also fixed the grade of 75 per cent, as tho 
minimum for a student to maintain in or- 
der to continue in the institution. 
A 


iourth professorship was added in 1888 and 
i fifth in 189S. 
The whole number of 


students increased in 1891 to seventy-live. 
A lecture on Christian Worship was estab- 
ished by the late Dr. H. L. Baugher, and 
was continued during bis life-time. 


The library has increased to 1-1,000 vol- 


irnes. 
The endowment has grown to 


'186,541 and the scholarship fund amounts 
o $15,2-10. A library fund o( $10,000 has 
Iso been created. The property of the 
nstitution has been very much enlarged, 
.bout fifteen acres of ground have been 
jurouaserl. The old main building and 
wo professor's houses bave undergone ex- 
eusive improvements. A large and im- 
josing new building has been erected con- 
aining a fire-proof library, chapel, lecture 
oonas and dormitories, aa also an addi- 
ioual profajsor's residence, besides many 
tner improvements, the whole aggregat- 
ng an expenditure of $88,000. The real* 
stale of tlie institution ia valued at $1(>0,- 
00. 


PENNSYLVANIA COLLEGE. 


The history of Pennsylvania College has 


Jeen one of steady growth and develop- 
nent from its beginning in 1832. During j 
be last twenty-four years it has accoui-

ACADEMIES. 


The establishment of academical insti- 


tutions throughout the State was but fol- 
io wing out an educational policy very com- 
mon fifty to a hundred years ago. 
Many 


of these received State aid in whole or in 
part at one time. 
But in 1843 a reaction 


set in. f n many cases appropriations were 
largely curtailed, and in some instances 
entirely cut off. Governor Findlay began 
to notice the failure of the scheme as early 
as 18U). 
"Considerable sums of money," 


he says in his message of that year, "have 
been expended from time to time in the 
indowment of Academies from which the 
community has not derived any adequate 
advantages." 


Governor Hiester, in his message of 1821, 


refers to a similar weakness in language 
which rneana more than his words convey. 
At one time a considerable number of 
these schools were scattered throughout 
this county. Gettysburg alone could boast 
of four of them. 
Gradually, as the prestige 


and patronage of these institutions de- 
clined, those in charge of them were 
'orced by the logic of events to discontinue 
tbe schools and find other means of sub- 
sistence. 
"Edge Hill," at Littleatown, 


.-lev. W. E. Krebs, A. M., Principal, was, 
for ought we know to the contrary, the 
ast of these excellent institutions to yield 
to the inevitable. 
Prof. ICrebs is a highly 


educated gentleman and a most accom- 
)lished and efficient teacher, and the cause 
of education in the community is sure to 
nffer serious loss by hie retirement to 
private life recently. This school usually 
lad an enrollment of from HO to 40 and j 
employed 3 or 4 teachers. 


to meet the demands of the public local 
schools for the preparation of teachers 
wore oiganixed m many places, 
t'en 


counties in the Mate were without them. 
Some of theae became large and important, 
and eventually became State institutions. 


Such a school wap. opened m (.-ieltybiirg 


in the spring of I*i7 and continued toi 
over twenty-live years. The cost of tui- 
tion and board was moderate, and the 
school met with a large measure of success. 
i'ully a thousand teachers went forth from 
it to shed the light of their knowledge and 
personal mthieuce in dark pUcna.

ly conducted at Littlesiown, New Oxford, 
Abbottatown, Kast Berlin, York Springs, 
Jiunterstown, Bendersvihe, Arendliville, 
Kaitfield, New Cheater and perhaps other 
places.

these it ia possible to cpeak only in a gen-

MEADE SCHOOL. 


Meade Public .^.ihooi Building, named 


in honor of M.ij'jr General 'rcor^e (i 
Meadf-, who commanded the Tiiion foices 
m the battle of lieHyhbnrg .July l,2and.'J.p 
IStiiJ, uas erected in the "umnier and fall 
of IVJIt. Tho grounds i-mbrace a cuneiforn1 


tract ot about half an acre of land lying 
betwetm Buford and >prmgp Avenues, a 
few rods beyond the western teinunua of 
Chamber^burg Street. 


The building is a pnbs-tantial tuo-.-'ton 


structure of (iettypburg brick, "iOxlOU feet, 
the briCK-\\ork renting un foundation walls 
of native granite rising lour feet above tlu- 
ground. Tho roof i^ of ^late. 
The btiild- 


mg i^ well lighted with a 8uihc:ency of 
N mdowri of generou- width, the window." 
having sills of granite of a light gray va- 
riet3' resembling that from the famous 


f i liucy quarries. There aie three entran- 
ces on the firbt tloor and one opening into 
U;** basement on the west ^ide, the latter 
being -seldom used. Ibe entranci-p to the 
north and eoutu wings of the building are 
tibed on special occasions only. 


The main entrance is at the midJIe of 


the building on the ea^t side, the wide 
doors openiug into a spacious vestibule 
tweUe feel equare, trie latter communicat- 
ing with all portions of the building by 
means of corridoin, hallway" and fair- 
ways. 


On the main floor, west side of corridor, 


is the High School Room foi use of the 
Principal, a very large apartment uitb a 


heated and ventilated by an improved 
system which has thus far given good re- 
sults. 


The amount paid for the pcbool gionnd 


was $1,500. The coot of draining, giading, 
terracing and eoddmg cost about thi' same 
amount, making the total cr«-tof »it<> about 
$3,1)00. The contract price for t he erection 
)f the building wae JlH,i)'.i;i.L'5. 
The cost 


of the beating and ventilating plant was 
j>l,760. There were extra allowances for 
various necessaries not provided for in the 
ungiiial contract, but exact figures respect- 
ng them are not at hand. Tlie total coot 
of building, grounds and fittings, with 
uter improvement", approximates 
000. The budding was dedicated with 
piopriate exercises March 4th, 1SSI7. 


The school is supplied with a choice and 


vaiied collection of reference and otln 
books, to which teachers and scholars 
have free accetH under propel regulation. 
The libraiy now mmi'iers about UOO vol- 
umes. 
Many of these have been obtained 


from time to time as gift^ from friends of 
of the school, while other- have been pur- 
chased with funds secured through the el- 
Ions of teachers and scholars by means of 
public enterlaimiieutB given at different 
times in Assembly Hall. The money to 
pay for the chairs in the Hall wa" obtained 
tlie same way. 


This sketch would be incomplete with- 


out the namea ot tlie school directors of 
the borough in 18%, through whose intelli- 
gent and laudable efforts Meade school 
was projected and carried to satisfactory 
completion, thus making possible Getww 


seating capacity for 70 student-, handeome- 
ly furnished with single deska of the moct 
approved pattern, slate blackboards of the 
best quality, maps, charts, refeieure books, 
music books, cabinet organ—in shoit a 
schoolroom complete in all its appoint- 
ments,—an ideal schoolroom 
Adjoining 


the Piincipal's room, on the north, i.s a 
smaller room, also neat, comfortable and 
well furnished, for use of the Assistant to 
the Principal. On the first tloor, also,are 
two Sue large rooms, well furnished in all 
respects, lor the accommodation of the lj. 
and C. Grammar departments. 
Adjoining 


these rooms, and communicating with 
them, are cloak rooms of ample dimen- 
lious containing hooka 
and pegs 
for 


clothing, umbrella racks, lavatories, etc. 
for the accommodation of teachers and 
scholars. Similar comforts and convenien- 
ces are enjoyed by all whose good fortune 
it ia to be assigned to duty in the build- 
ing. 


The second story is reached by two 


broad winding stairways of easy ascent, 
one at each end of tbe building, the one 
at the north end of the building for the 
girls and the one at the south end for the 
boys. 


On the second Hoor are two rooms for 


achools, one for advanced or A Grammar, 
with seats for 45 pupils, and 
anothei 


Grammar school, almost identical with C 
Grammar, on first floor. This supplemen- 
tary school is known locally as the "over- 
flow Giammar department." 


Also on the second floor, directly over 


the main entrance and hall, and of cor- 
responding width, is a plainly furnished 
and comfortable apartment known as the 
'Directors' Koom", in which the borough 
ichool board assembles from time to time 
for the transaction of their official buai- 
ness, and in which the archives of the 
oilice are kept. 


But the largest room on this floor, as 


also in the building, is known aa Assembly 
Eiall. This is a handsome and comfort- 
able apartment, rectangular in form, with 
a length o(70 feet and a width ol 3(! teet, 
and is used for commencement exercises, 
ectures, concerts and other purposes re- 
quiringa large audience chamber. 
The 


itage has a length of 48 feet and a width 
if ten feet, besides a roomy alcove- in the 
rear on the east side for the admission of 
ightandair, and also for floral decorations 
n special occasions. 
The stage has a 


aleral position on tbe east aide of the 
lall. The room is supplied with comfort- 
able high-backed chairs purchased with 
unda obtained from entertainments given 
>y the schools.

The closets are in the basement, that for 


he boys in the south wing and that for 
he girls in the north. They are kept 
crupnlously clean by a system of dry heat 
hat seems to be effective.

GHADED COURSE. 


The question of a graded comae of study 


for the peveral school districts of the coun- 
ty first began to be agitated in IhS'J. Tim 
subject was brought up for discussion dui- 
mg the sessions of the institute and at- 
tracted considerable interest. The object 
of euch course, ap developed during the 
consideration of the subject, wag to afford 
more definite knowledge roncerning the 
work to be done in the schools m regard tc 
gradiug, clae»itioation, reviews and exami 
nations, in the hope of thus unifying am 
syfetemi/.iug the work. 


Another object of tuch giaded coursi 


was to enable duectors and parents to ob 
tain more accuiate information as to wh.i 
the public ttChoole are aiming to accoin 
plii-n, and with the hope, also, of seciirin, 
m this way their mure active co-opeiatiou 
After coiifeiuerable interchange of views a 
committee was appointed lo piepare 
couite to meet the -upposfcd wants of the 
public and report the .-ame for suitable ac- 
tion at tbe mstitiif! the following year. 


'The committee accordingly held a num- 


ber of uu*etingi> in the discharge of thei 
duties, and finally, after confciderable labor, 
formulated a plun of work for a course ol 
nine years, divided into periods of six 
months each, adapted to tbe length of the 
school term at tbe the time, but vaiied 
somewhat to emt schoolp having a term 
longer than «ix months. 
Tlie committee 


attended the following meeting of the in- 
stitute prepared to render their report, but 
befoie they had an opportunity to do go 
the announcement was nflicially made that 
a ready-made course, with guide, had been 
adopted for immediate nee m the school" 
of the county. This procedure forestalled 
the work of the committee and, of course, 
obviated the necessity of their repoit. 


This statement of fact, even at this late 


day, would seem to be proper here to ex- 
plain why certain unlinif-bed business ol 
the session of the county iuetitiite lor 1891) 
was not presented for suitable action. Tbe 
courp.e of study thut- introduced has been 
m use in the county ever since, giving 
good results, it is fc.iid. 


DIRECTORS' ASSOCIATION. 


In the annual written report of the 


County Superintendent for 1890 occasion 
wa^ taken to urge upon Bi-hool directors 
the importance of forming, without delay, 
an organization to be known as the School 
Directors' At-sociation of Adams County. 
The object of such association, it was sug- 
geeted, was to afford directors an oppor- 
tunity of becoming acquainted with each 
other at their stated meetings, of inter- 
changing views concerning various matters 
of interest and importance to them in their 
official capacity, euch as the building, fur- 
nishing, heating, lighting and ventilating 
of school houees, school visitation, uni- 
formity of text-books, needed school legis- 
lation and tbe proper grading and claes;li- 
cation of the schools. 


In this way, it was suggested, a deeper 


interest in all school work conld be cieated 
and doubtless much good could be accoiu- 


plished. Attention was called to the mat- 
ter for the added reason that in a number 
of other counties in the State organization-! 
of the kind referred to had been effected 
with pood results. 


The outcome of the suggestion waa the 


organization of the Directors' Association 
of Adams County, which took place in the 
public school building on East High street, 
Gettysburg, November 24, i802, 
Wm! 


Wible, of Cumberland township, being 
chosen President, H. Miley Miller, of 
Hampton, Vice President, and Calvin Ham- 
ilton, of Gettysburg, -Secretary. The meet- 
ing waa addressed by Prof. C. M. Parker, 
of Illinois, and Prof. C. II. Albert, of 
Hloomaburg State Mormal School. A one- 
day meeting has been held regularly every 
year since during the week of the county 
inatitute. 


PAROCHIAL SCHOOLS. 


In most Catholic communities of the 


Comity separate schools for Catholic chil- 
dren have been established. These are- 
known as Parochial Schools. 
In these, 


leside.s the various secular branches of 
ittidy, attention is given to religions in- 
itructiou. The earliest school of this kind 
il which we have any certain knowledge 
vas organized and conducted at Conowago 
Ihapel about a hundred yeara ago by Uev. 


X. lirosioua, who cume to this country 


some eight years prior to that date. For 
many years subsequently a school was 
conducted here under church direction, 
sometimes taught by the clergy and somi.- 
tmwb by lay teachers. 
lu 1870 Edward S 


Ucilly, Esq.. subsequently a talented mem 
ber of the Gettysburg Bar, was principal 
of a classical school here. 


In 18()S a large buildiug was erected hy 


the Catholics at 
Irishtown, in Oxford 


township, for church and school purposes, 
the clergy from Couowago attending to tha 
religious instruction of the children. 
A. 


separate school district was organized hen; 
under the provision of the law in 1873, 
known as Union Independent. 


A laige and nourishing parochial school 


was opened at Mount Rock, a thriving vil- 
lage in the eastern extremity of Mount- 
pleaeont township, about forty years ago, 
with Miss J. M, O'Neill as teacher. 
The 


school was originally conducted in a pri- 
vate house of modest proportions near the 
village, but was afterwards removed about 
half a mile farther west to the large one- 
story atone building erected for its accom- 
modation. It has from the lirst been un- 
der the management 01 the Sisters of Char- 
ity from St. Joseph's, McSherrystown. 


There is also a large parochial school at 


McMierrystown under the management of 
he Sisters, established in 1SH4. 
In 1854 


j it was incorporated under the title of the 


i McSbe.rrystown Novitiate and Academy of 


St. Joseph. This institution was made up 
of day scholars and boarders, in separate 
classes, and has been 10 successful opera- 
tion for many years. 
In ISfci a depart- 


ment for the blind was added, and in JSSJ 
the grounds were greatly improved, a new 
and handsome academy building being 
erected. The following year two large and 
imposing buildings were constructed un- 
der the direction of the Sisters for the use 
of the pansh schools. 


Tne school at Littlestown was establish- 


ed by Rev. F. X Denecker, in 18(57, Mis-i 
Mary Wilson being the first teacher. Fa- 
ther Denecker also started a school at New 
Oxford m connection with the church, in 
IsdJ, the attendance ever since averaging 
about 100. The school was originally helil 
in the church, a Mrs. Frazer being the lii.-t 
teacher. 
In 1.^773 separate school build- 


ing was erected. 


The "Chool at lionneauvide was started 


by Uev. Pope in 1873, two Sistere of Char- 
ity being the first teachers. 


A large parochial school was established 


in Gettysburg by Rev. Joseph A. lioli m 


1877 
in a large one-story frame and wtiitli- 


ur-boarded structure in rear of the pastoral 
lesidencj, the cost of which, including out- 
fit, was $1300. 
Uev. Boll himself, witti 


the aid of suitable assistants, conducted 
the achool for a period of two years and 
i» 


half, when it passed into the hands of Prof. 
M. 
F. 
Power, 
under whose ellicient 


management, during a period of about 
sixteen years, it attained a high degree of 
popularity and success. The enrollment 
was then about 100.

1807 a move- 


ment was inaugurated looking to the es- 
tablishment of a school more in keeping 
with the growing needs of the church. 
Rev. Hemy Christ, who wae then the 
resident pastor, at once made a canvass 
'or subscriptions ol mooay for the pur-

Deeming the old building 
and 


grounds insutlicient for the requiremenu 
-if the school, he bought two lots of 
ground, with their improvements, on the 
,iest, adjoining the church grounds. Af- 
,er the removal of the buildings and the 
>reparation of the ground, the erection 
of 
a handsome and substantial brick 


building, 45x13-' feet, with slate roof, 
was commenced. The result was a mag- 
lilicient structure in its generous propor- 
ions, graceful in form and outline, and 
complete in ite appointments.

rye is little grown in the wheat belt, but 
HLtle pains has been taken to piudncfc 
new v;irieties.

The news columns told the other day 


oC the narrow escape from a terrible 
death oC former Mayor Kistler, of 
Stroudsuurg, lja., and now his glossy 
black hair, in consequence o[ the shock, 
had suddenly turned pray. 


There have been numerous instances 


of this phenomanon. While many have 
scoffed at reports of such cases, the 
facts are accepted by physicians, and 
the change ia known to them as "cuni- 
tia " 


One of the best known historical vic- 


tims to canitia was Marie Autionette, 
Queen, of Louis XVI of France, whose 
magnificent hair turned quite white dur- 
ing the terrible night previous to his ex- 
ecution. 
Others whose hair is said to 


have turned suddenly gray are Mary 
(Jiieen of Soots, and Sir Thomas More. 
But authenticated coses of cauitia are of

Among the eminent writers who have 
speculated upon the cause of these sur- 
prising transformations are Vauquelin 
and Wilson.

"At the critical moment when nature 


is in revolution, and when, consequent- 
ly, the natural functions are suspended 
or changed, an agent IB developed in uni 
mill economy which passes into the hair 
and decomposes iU nolorins; matter." 
lie concludes that this mysterious agent 
must be an acid. 


Wilson says: "These phenomenal! 


may be the result o£ electrical action < 
They may bo the re-mil of chemical al- 
terations wrought in tlie very blood itself 
01 they may bs a conversion for which 
the tissue of tho hair is chiclly respon- 
sible." 


In spite of the rapid match of science, 


it is generally conceded that the actual 
cause 01 process in eases of sudden bleach- 
ing of liair still remains a mystery. J)r, 
1!. 0. Terry, an expert dermatolgiat, en- 
deavors to explain the phenomenon. 


"\\'» iind the sudden bleaching occurs 


not to light, but to dark hair," says Dr. 
Parry. 
"In a gradual approach to gray- 


ness, which happens in the course of na- 
ture, the grayness m originally piodnced 
by the presence of lime in the hair, and 
as the iron which haJ occasioned the for- 
mer black or dark color is gradually al>- 
smbed, or otherwise eliminated, the 
grayness becomes lighter, and thus the 
hair eventually is white or silvery.
